From 
the first enunciation of the re- 
demptive scheme, to the close of 
revelation, God has made clear His 
purpose to join the divine with hu- 
man. 


When Satan entered Eden, God 
could have directly broken in upon 
the scene and snatched man from 
his deadly grasp; but instead, He 
came to announce that the seed of 
the woman should bruise the ser- 
pent’s head. Nowhere in sacred 
history do we find God at work 


because man will not work. Man

When Wars and Atom Bombs 


No More

CHAPTER 11 


“Blessed and holy is he that hath part in the first 
resurrection: on such the second death hath no power, but 
they shall be priests of God and of Christ, and shall reign 
with him a thousand years.’—Rev. 20:6. 

“And he shall judge among the nations, and shall rebuke 
many people: and they shall beat their swords into plow- 


shares, and their spears into pruninghooks: nation shali not,

any more.’ —lIsa. 2:4. 


Through the centuries men 
have been questioning, “Will this 
world ever have world-wide 
peace?” Some have said, “Yes,” 
and devoted much time and money 
to bring about. peace on earth. 
They vainly imagined that they 
could reform human nature and 
stop war. 

Others have said, ‘There will 
always be war. There will never 
-be any change in this world.” Still 
others have searched the Scrip- 
tures and found two things: First, 
the impossibility of a warless 
- world by the efforts of man, and 
second, the certainty of a warless 
world by the coming of Christ. 

Yes; it is clearly revealed in 
the Bible that a day of peace and 
prosperity is coming. This period 
will practically equal the beauty 
of the Garden of: Eden before sin 
entered in. 

We are talking in this message 
of the coming of Christ and His 
personal reign upon the earth. I 
call your attention to seven char- 
acteristics of the Golden Age 
which is to come. 


I. Satan Will Be Chained 


“And I saw an angel come down 
from heaven, having the key of 
the bottomless pit and a great 
chain in his hand. And he laid hold 
on the dragon, that old serpent, 
which is the Devil, and Satan, 
and bound him a thousand years, 
And cast him into the bottomless 
pit, and shut him up,:and set a 
seal upon him, that he _ should 
deceive the nations no more, till 
the thousand years should be ful- 
filled: and after that he must be 
loosed a little season.’’—Rev. 20:1- 
2 


In the last message I dealt with 
the matter of the chaining of Sa- 
tan. I ealled attention to the 
character, the career, and the 
chains of the Devil. You will re- 
member that we emphasized the 
Devil is not bound now, but one 
day he shall be. He is going to 
be bound like a common criminal 
and cast into the, bottomless pit. 

Before world conditions can im- 
prove, the influence of Satan must 
be stopped. As long as he is the 
prince of the power of the air and 
the god of this world, there will 
be sin and darkness.

For hundreds of years: Bibles 
have been distributed. Mission- 
aries have gone to all portions of 
the- earth. Millions, have accepted 
Christ, but still sin is rampant 
upon the earth. We know that Sa- 
tan is back of this. 

Thank God, Satan is going to 
be bound. In Revelation 19 we see 
the Lord coming in power and 
great glory. He came to the aw- 
ful battle of Armageddon and laid 
hold. upon the beast and false 
prophet. They were cast into the 
lake of fire. ‘The armies of. the 
world dictator were slain, and now 
in Revelation 20 we see that as 
Christ begins His kingdom upon 
the earth, Satan wilf be chained 
and his power broken. 


II. The Nature of Wild Beasts 
‘Will Be Changed 
The Bible does not contain many 
more interesting promises than 
this one about the changing of 
the instincts of wild beasts. 


“The wolf also shall dwell with 
the lamb, and the leopard shall 
lie down with the kid; and the 
calf and the young lion and the 
fatling together; and a little child 
shall lead them. And the cow and 
the bear shall feed; their young 
ones shall lie down together: and 
the lion shall eat straw like the 
ox. And the sucking child shall

play on the hole of the asp, and 
the weaned child shall put his 
hand on the cockatrice’ den. 'They 
shall not hurt nor destroy in all 
my holy mountain: for the earth 
shall be full of the knowledge of 
the Lord, as the waters cover the 
sea. And in that day there shall 
be a root of Jesse, which shall 
stand for an ensign of the people; 
to it shall the Gentiles seek: and 
his rest shall be glorious.”’— Isa. 
11 :6-10, 


In this Seripture the Holy Spirit 
selects three wild and ferocious 
beasts and declares that the day 
shall come when they will be léd 
about by a small child. Not only 
so, but the wolf will dwell with 
the lamb, the leopard with the 
kid, the young lion and the. fat- 
ling together. The cow and the 
bear will feed tegether, and their 
young ones shall sleep together. 
The nature of a lion will be 
changed so that he shall eat straw 
like the ox.- And then, think of 
it, even a baby will be able to 
play with poisonous serpents, and 
there will be no danger of harm. 
Isaiah 65:25 repeats this promise, 
“The wolf and the lamb shall 
feed together, and the lion shall 
eat straw like the bullock: and 
dust shall be the serpent’s meat. 
They shall not hurt nor destroy in 
all my holy mountain, saith the 
Lord.”’ 


When the nature of wild beasts 
is changed, it will certainly be 
as it was in the Garden of Eden. 
will remember that every- 


see what he would call them. 
There is no indication that any 
animals were enemies of man. 
There is an indication that their 
natures were changed when the 
curse was put upon the earth be- 
cause of sin. “And the Lord God 
said unto the serpent, Because 
thou hast done this, thou art 
cursed above all cattle; and above 
every beast of the field; upon thy 
belly shalt thou go, and dust shalt 
thou eat all the days of thy life” 
(Gen. 3:14). The Scriptures say 
that the serpent was cursed above 
all cattle.. We can only interpret 
this to mean that all cattle and 
beasts were cursed because of 
man’s sin, but the serpent was 
cursed more. 


When the Lord Jesus comes, 


animal nature will be changed to 


a peaceful state. What a glori- 
ous day that will be! 


Ill, War Will Be at ar End 


One of the chief characteristics 
of this present age is war, and 


oo with war, famines, pestil- 
neces, and earthquakes. 

“And ye shall hear of wars and 
rumours of wars: see that ye be 
not troubled: for all these: things 
must come to pass, but the end 
is not yet. For nation shall rise 
against nation, and kingdom 
against kingdom: and there shall 
be famines, and pestilences, and 
earthquakes, in divers places. All 


these are the beginning: of sor- 
rows.”’—Matt. 24:6-8. 


Peace conferences may be held. 
Many good-sounding' resolutions 
may be passed, but war will.never 
cease until the Prince of Peace 
shall come. The United Nations, 
the alliances of nations, can never 
stop war. Jesus said that war is 
a characteristic of the age, and so 
it will remain until He comes 
again. | 

In Micah 4:3, 4 we have a 
prophecy of that day to come 
when wars and atom bombs will 
be no more: 


“And he_ shall judge among 
many people, and rebuke strong 
nations afar off; and they shall 
beat their swords into res, 
and their spears jto pruning- 
hooks: nation shall not lift up a 
sword against| nation, neither 
shall they aan war any more.

"ae Whipping Children 


‘Is the tide. turning? For more 
than half a century now the John 
Dewey philosophy has swept our 
country by. storm. in homes, 
schools, and even some churches. 
The child psyehologists—most. of 
whom were either unmarried -or 
childless—insisted .our children 
were little rosebuds and that we 
should not seek to unfold their 
petals, A negative approach to 
character building was all wrong, 
we were told, since everything 
should be -positive and construc- 
tive. Rather than self-control we 
were to let-them have self-expres- 
sion. Unprecedented waves. of 
crime and heartache followed with 
almost unbelievable proportions of 
juvenile delinquency. 

Of late, however, some of these 
self-styled “experts” seem to be 
gaining a small amount of com- 
mon sense about the disastrous re- 
sults produced through Deweyism. 
For example, syndicated column- 
ist Amy Vanderbilt, writing in 
The Detroit Free Press, headlined 
her column, “Disciplined Child Is 
Happy, Secure.” 


Stating that the completely un- 
disciplined child was never happy 
or secure, Miss Vanderbilt said: 
“The parents who permit their 
children to literally walk aii over 
them, with the mistaken notion 
that this is modern rearing, are 
understandably tense. 


“Modern parents convinced that 
corporal punishment (except in 
great emergencies as, for example, 
when a child through carelessness 
threatens his own life or that of 
others) should not be resorted. to, 
often are at a loss to find disci- 
plines that stick.” 

After referring to disciplinarian 
measures in her own household, 
the columnist continued: “I am 
always pleased to see that when- 
ever such discipline must be en- 
forcei, the children are actually 
more affectionate than ever, once 
their initial disappointment has 
been expressed.” 

Earlier this year, Dr. Harry 
Bakwin, a past president of the 
American Academy of Pediatrics, 
wrote a forthright article in Pa- 
rade, entitled, “‘Old’ Fashioned’ 
Parents Are RIGHT!’ A subtitle 
stated: 
‘Modern’ Child-rearing Too Often 
Overlooks a Basic Goal: Charac- 
ter Building.” Among other things 
which he said in‘his article, I noted 
this timely, thoughtful paragraph: 
“Now this may be an-~old-fash- 
ioned idea—that teaching honesty, 
generosity, the difference between 
right and wrong, respect for au- 
thority. and other character at- 
tributes is the most important job 
of parents. Old-fashioned or not, 
character is the quality we prize 
most in people. The fact that it 
has taken ‘second place today—or 
has been forgotten entirely—is a 
sad commentary on modern child- 
rearing.” , 

You. cannot ae the advice 
given in the Bible for rearing. chil- 
dren! Proverbs 29:15 says: “The 
but 
a child left to himself bringeth his 
mother to shame,” The 17th verse 
of that chapter contrasts: ““Cor- 
rect thy son, and he shall give 
thee rest; yea, he shall give de- 
light unto thy soul.’’ Proverbs 19: 
18+says: “Chasten thy son while 
there is hope, and let not thy soul 
spare for his crying.” In Proverbs 
22, just a few verses after parents 
are told that they can train their 
children in such a way that they 
will never go wrong, God says: 
“Foolishness is bound ‘in the heart 
‘of a child; but the rod of correc- 
tion shall drive it far from him” 
(vs. 15). Parents, do not lose sight 
of the’fact that character is de- 
weloped by restrictions.

In: one of Texas’ leading cities, 
a ministerial friend of mine began 
to deal with a family of three— 
husband, wife and daughter— 
about their need of the Lord. He 
visited in their home, presented 
Christ to them, then urged them 
to attend services at his church. 

Late one night the daughter 
phoned the minister from a large 
hotel where she was employed, 
saying she had just received a 
message that her*father was seri- 
ously ill. The preacher and his 
wife rushed to the man’s home 
only to discover he had already 
been taken to the hospital, so they 
hurried there. They found that he 
had been pronounced dead on ar- 
rival, It seems he was sitting at 
home watching the _ television 
when he suddenly slumped out of 
his chair head-first, and turned 
blue. There was no outcry, no 
sound of any kind—his heart just 
simply quit. 

About six months after his 
death the girl’s mother was sit- 
ting in the same chair, watching 
the same television set, when she 
slumped over in exactly the same 
manner, turned blue, and was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival at the 
hospital.

troduce a new order; it merely set 
forth a new person. The experi- 
ence of every Christian should be 


the experience of Jesus: “My Fa- 
ther worketh hitherto, and I 
work” (John 5:17). Nowhere is 


God pledged to do His work and 
ours too. The man who says, 
“Stand aside, and let the Holy 
Ghost work,” casts not orily a slur 
upon man, as the creature of God, 
but misrepresents also the plan of 
God to use him. The great electric 
throwing out power 
enough to shake a city, must be 
complemented by the equalizer. In 
the utilization of electricity one 
is as essential as another. When 
one starts, the other starts; and 
when one stops, the other stops. 
To change this order would mean 
the. misuse of the power. The Holy 
Ghost must have the equalizer. 

If the church prays for guidance, 
it must open its eyes to see the 
pointing of His finger. If the soul, 
lost in a wilderness of perplexity, 
shall pray for the way of light and 
life, it must look for the way, and 
be prepared to walk therein. Moses 
must stand still and see the sal- 
vation of the Lord. How blessed 
this command! It could not be 
made to some people any better, 
unless it read, “Sit down, and see 
the salvation of the Lord.” God 
never said, “Keep on standing.” 
The commandment to “stand still” 
was only the lull before the thun- 
der’s crash; it was silence when 
God revealed Himself. Then came 
the perilous march, followed by 
conflicts of blood. 

The administration of the Holy 
Ghost is not different from any 
other. He must join Himself to 
men. On the day of Pentecost He 
became incarnate in the church. 
To be ever Spirit-guided, Spirit- 
empowered one must: not only 


give the Spirit His place to 
work, but otherwise recognize 
His place in the work. A 


fully Spirit-guided church. is one 
whose energies are spent in pro- 
portion to its gifts. The more the 
gift, the more the requirement. 
Pious talkers, saintly lookers, and 
loud shouters are not necessarily 
to be taken as the most Spirit- 
guided ones in the church. With 
such expressions of saintliness 
there must be. muscle and blood. 


To talk of the rest of faith while 
there. is abhorrence of work is 
grievous to God and dishearten- 
ing to man, It is no use to depend 
on God the Spirit to do anything 
for us which are-not ready to. go 
our full length to bring to pass. 


II. The Sphere of the Spirit 

In the case of the text He is 
concerned about the instruction of 
the church in the line of church 
ethics. There is nothing that 
touches the welfare of the race of 
humanity that He is not inter- 
ested in. : 


(1) He desires cooperation in 
the work of, testimony. ‘Ye shall 
receive power, after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you; and ye 
shall be witnesses unto me” (Acts 
1:8). Nothing is more important 
in the work of Christ than testi- 
mony. A rousing, good testimony 
meeting is worth more to bring 
sinners to«Christ than the most 


4 ae sermon. 
I>was in a tent in London when 


a littl woman told the story of 
her life; and while she talked 
scores of sinners came out for 
Christ. McAuley’s Mission in New 
York saves more drunkards than 
all the churches in the city. The 
mission stands for two things—- 
the blood of Christ for salvation 
and the baptism of the Holy Spirit 
for power—that one may be saved 
and not testify, but he cannot be 
baptized with the Holy Ghost and 
keep quiet. Such is the teaching 
of the Scripture: “Ye shall re- 
ceive power, after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you; and ye 
shall be witnesses unto me.” 
“Shall,” not. “ought.” This ac- 
counts for the dead prayer meet- 
ings; there is no spiritual testi-

mony, because the Holy Ghost. is} 
not come upon them. In most cases" 
His baptism is not preached. We 
work our machinery, but there is 
friction. Power is lacking begqause 
there is not the Spirit of power. 


Do not limit the word “witness” 
to verbal testimony. Literally it 
means, “show forth.” There are 
thousands of ways to show forth 
Christ—in the home, in society, in 
business, everywhere we go. The 
promise is that we shall show Him 
forth in our life when the Holy 
Ghost is come upon us. Oh, what 
a power a church becomes when it 
yields itself to the Spirit! Then 
our testimony and our life will 
count for what we are and what 
He is. 


(2)°The Holy Ghost desires our 
cooperation in the work of instruc- 
tion. To suppose that He is only 
concerned about the work of sal- 
vation and sanctification is to 
deny His place in the Godhead. 
There is no work of God’s hands 
that He is not interested in. David 
gave forth the right conception of 
the Spirit when he said; “Whither 
shall I go from thy Spirit? or 
whither shall I flee from thy pres- 
ence? If I ascend up into heaven 
thou art. there; if I make my bed 
in the grave, behold, thou art 
there; if I take. the wings of the 
morning, and dwell in the utter- 
most parts of the sea, even there 
shall thy hand lead me, and thy 
right hand shall hold me” (Psa. 
139 :7-10). The Holy Spirit cannot 
be locked in a corner. His inter- 
est is as broad as humanity, and 
His church is as comprehensive as 
humanity’s needs. All education is 
sacred, and a church has no right 
to turn it over to the Christless 
State. Strictly speaking, a Chris 
tian parent has no right to patron- 
ize the public school where Christ 
is prohibited by its constitution. 


A church, to fill its mission, 
must provide education around the 
cross. From the alphabet to the 
telescope the blood of the cross 
must show forth. This is why my 
own church is institutional. It is 
why we. believe. in operating 
schools, lecture courses, musical 
entertainments, charity benefits, 


and the like. Christ came not only | 


to save souls, but to redeem every 
faculty of man’s being and every 
fiber of his nature. 

The world must not be given the 
entertainment and culture of the 
mind while fhe Spirit seeks the 
development of the soul. The Spir- 
it wills provision for the needs of 
man—the whole man, both soul 
and body, It is just as compatible 
with the sphere of the Holy Ghost, 


eae 
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though not so important, that [ 
should pray for His cooperation in 
popular lectures on right lines as 


it is to seek Him for soul winning, © 


It is the Whole man we seek. 

Thus (3) He desires cooperation 
the work for humanity. Jesus 
was moved by humanity’s needs. 
He fed the hungry, healed the 
sick, and comforted the sorrowing, 
The work of humanity was never 
His most important work—pri- 
marily He came to save lost souls; 
but in saving lost souls He would 
also redeem lost bodies and com- 
fort sad hearts. Surely the Holy 
Ghost is likewise concerned -in the 
religion of humanization: To claim 
His power and His guidance while 
we shut our ears to the piteous 
cries of the suffering, or to at- 
tempt to satisfy justice by turning 
it all over to the State, is contrary 
to the Spirit of Christ. 


Almshouses, hospitals, homes for 
the needy, asylums, reformatories 
for young criminals—all such 
work is the sphere of the Spirit's 
cooperation with the church. Fan- 
cy a completely Spirit-guided 
church or individual by consent 
handing on to the State, which 
cannot admit Christ, all such 
work! Such a thing is impossible. 
The Spirit wants us to consent to 
no work of humanity that does not 
admit Christ. The State may have 
as much as it will, but in no sense 
is the church excused from having 
its own  Christ-possessed and 
blood-sprinkled work to relieve the 
distress of mankind. 


Oh, do not limit the Holy Ghost! 
He wants to enlarge us, rather 
than have us attempt to contract 
Him. Do not be afraid to ask the 
Holy Ghost into any work that is 
for humanity’s needs. The dear 
Lord save us from the mistake so 
many people fall into—that of 
communing with ourselves, while 
all around us: humanity groans, 


and the Holy Spirit waits for a . 


hand of cooperation! Let us never 
imagine that the baptism of the 
Spirit is to lessen our sympathy 
and common sense.

gifts into the treasury. 


“And he looked up, and saw the 
rich men casting their gifts into 
the treasury. And he saw also a 
certain poor widow casting in 
thither two mites. And he said, 
Of a truth I say unto you,. that 
this poor widow hath cast in more 
than they all: For all these have 
of their abundance cast in wnto 
the offerings of God: but she of 
her penury hath cast in all the 
living that she had.”—Luke 21:1- 
4, 


Here we see that Jesus watched 
the “rich and poor meet together” 
and He weighed with divine wis- 
dom and scrutiny their actions 
and a record was made in the 
books of Heaven. The onlookers 
that day probably applauded the 
gifts of the rich and looked with 
disdain upon the widow’s mite; 
but in the records on high and in 
the mind of the Judge of all the 
earth, the poor widow had made 
-an eternal impression while the 
gifts of the rich brought no com- 
mendation from the Lord Jesus. 
Oh, my friends, how important it 
is to try to see things as God 
sees them! 


There are so many wonderful 
and precious things which money 
will not buy. No rich man with his 
money ever bought, peace of heart 
and mind, or forgiveness of sins, or 
a home in Heaven. Money cannot 
buy the love and loyalty of a 
good and faithful wife or the hon- 
or and joy which is afforded by 
godly Christian children or the 
happiness of a real Christian home 
where Jesus is the silent Listener 
to every conversation and the un- 
seen Guest at every meal! Money 
cannot quiet the cries of a guilty 
conscience or heal the _ bloody 
wounds of a wasted life. 


My friend, be not fooled by the 
deceitfulness of riches or blinded. 
by -the treachery of sinful plea- 
sures. Money cannot buy a good 
name or the respect and admira- 
tion of one’s. associates. The wise 
man said, “A good name 1s rather 


to be chosen than great riches, | 


and loving favor than silver and 
gold” (Prov. 22:1). “The rich and 
poor meet together: the Lord is 
the maker of them all.” 


I. They Meet Together 
in Death 

God’s Word says, “Jt is appoint- 
ed unto men {all men] once to die, 
but after this the judgment” (Heb. 
9:27). 

“Let the brother of low degree 
rejoice in that he 1s exalted: But 
the rich in that he is made low: 
because as the flower of the grass 
he shall pass away. For the sun 
is no sooner risen with a burning 
heat, but it withereth the grass, 
and the flower thereof falleth, and 
the grace of the fashion of it per- 
isheth: so also shall the rich man 
fade away in his ways’—James 
1:9-11. 

When God’s’ appointed hour 
comes for men to die, all of the 
riches of earth cannot buy another 
heart beat or one more breath of 
air. I recently read of a soul-win- 
ning preacher who went to see a 
business man about his soul, and 
the following conversation took 
place. | 

“What is your business here?”’ 
asked the business man. | 

“I came to speak to you about 
your soul, but I see you are very 
busy.” | 

“Yes, I dm very busy,” said the 
most disinterested man of wealth. 

The man of God put out his 
hand to say good-bye and drawing 
close to the astonished man whis- 
pered solemnly in his ear, “Sup- 
pose I had been death?” 

Men must look ahead and think 
and prepare for the inevitable 
hour of death. They must “num- 
ber their days and, apply their 
hearts to wisdom.” God’s Book 
gives great emphasis to the brev- 
ity. of human life. It is as a sha- 
dow, passing quickly across the 
face of the earth; it is as a vapor 
fragile and unstable and soon 
gone; it is as grass, green a mo- 
ment, then dry and dead! Yes, as 
the Bible says, man’s life “‘appear- 
eth for a little time and then van- 
isheth away.” 

Death is no respecter of per- 
sons. Death never stops to con- 
sider whether one be rich or poor 
or whether one lives in a palace of 


luxury or little hut of poverty. 
Death comes uninvited, suddenly, 
unexpected! In twenty-two years 
I have seen hundreds and hun- 
dreds of people on their deathbeds. 
I have heard them sing the songs 
of Zion as they loosed the cords 
of earthly life and became “ab- 
sent from the body and present 
with the Lord.” I have also seen 
them die with a curse upon their 
lips and a heart full of hatred 
toward God and go out into the 
darkness of Hell. I have been at 


‘the bedside of the -wealthy as well 


as that of the poor, and I declare 
unto you that riches nor poverty 
mean very much in that most 
solemn moment when a man goes 
out to meet the God who made 
him and the Saviour who died for 
him. 

Some years ago I read the ser- 
mon of an old-time preacher who 
told a story which, as I remember, 
went something like this. The love- 
ly daughter of a most wealthy 
man lay dying and was soon to 
meet God. It is. said that the 
wealthy man called the doctor 
outside the sick room and said, 
“Now listen, Doctor. Money is no 
problem to me. As you know, I am 
a wealthy man. If you can save my 
daughter from death and make

And having food and 
raiment let us be therewith con- 
tent. But they that will be rich 
fall into temptation and a snare, 
and into many foolish and hurtful 
lusts, which drown men m de-

I Tim. 6:6-10. -

“And he spake a parable unto 
them saying, The ground of a cer- 
tain rich man brought forth pien- 
tifully: And he thought within 
himself, saying, What shall I do, 
because I have no room where to 
bestow my fruits? And he said, 
This will I do: I will pull down 
my barns, and build greater; and 
there will I bestow all my fruits

and my goods. And I will say to 
my soul, Soul; thou hast much 
goods laid up for many years: take 
thine ease, eat, drink, and be mer- 
ry. But God said-unto him, Thou

provided?”—Luke 12:16-20. 

As previously mentioned, Jesus 
also told in Luke,-chapter 16, of a 
rich man who died in sin and went 
to Hell. The broad road that leads 
to Hell is traveled by “many” 
from all walks of life. 


A few weeks ago I was calling 
on unsaved people with a pastor 
in Barberton, Ohio, where I was. 
engaged in a revival campaign; 
“IT would like 
to take a few minutes, Brother 
Tom, and show you something 
most interesting.” We drove 


through a section of the city and |g, 


saw some most beautiful and spa- 
cious buildings, many of which 
were unoccupied. These most 
beautiful buildings were built al- 
most like the great castles of old- 
en days. The preacher told me this 
story about these buildings. Some 
years ago a very wealthy indus- 
trialist in the city began to spend 
his wealth in erecting these most 
beautiful edifices. Friends advised 
him repeatedly to examine his 
books and stop and think of his 
financial~state before going fur- 
ther, but he refused. One day, 
however, he began to weigh his 
assets against his liabilities and 
discovered that he was broke and 
heavily in debt. In a few years he 
died owing thousands of dollars 
and died as a pauper! He would 
not listen! to good advice. He 
would not balance his books. He 
refused to: look ahead! My friend, 
where are you in the sight of God 


today? Saved or lost? Heaven or 


Hell? which shall it be? 

In Hell the rich and poor alike 
who have rejected Christ shall be- 
wail forever the wasted life and 
lament ten million times the lost 
opportunities to be saved. 

Recently I stood at the door of 
a small and humble home where 
a very poor family lived. A mother 
came to the door and I said to her, 


“Tam a preacher and I came to 


talk to you about your soul. IT 
want very much to’see you saved.” |

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The United Press on Oct. 26 
had an interesting dispatch from 
Washington, published in the San 
Francisco News of the same date, 
p. 7, concerning the relative de- 
mand for the old KJV of the Bible 
as compared with the modern con- 
troversial NCC Bible, the RSV. 
The dispatch says: 


“When the Revised Standard 
Version. of the Bible was published 
five*years ago, many expected it to 
supplant the King James version 
as the basic Bible of American 
Protestants. But it has not taken 
the place of the 346-year-old King 
James Bible. And it begins to seem 
doubtful that it will ever do so. 
The King James version still out- 
sells the RSV by about 8 to 1. The 
National Council of Churches, 
sponsor of the RSV, assumed that 
the swing to the RSV would begin 
with the clergymen and other Bi- 
ble scholars. But this assumption 
was jolted in a survey by the Liv- 
ing Church, weekly Protestant 
Episcopal magazine. The poll of 
more than 400 Episcopal clergy- 
men showed that the RSV was 
very highly regarded as a refer- 
ence, but 262 clergymen said théy 
‘always’ read from the King James 
version at public worship, com- 
pared to only 32 who regularly 
use the RSV as a pulpit Bible.”

When the heavens roll up like a 
scroll and the mountains and 
islands of earth are moved out of 
their places, all unsaved men, rich 
or poor, shall flee from the face 
of the living Son of God! 

“And the kings of the earth, and 
the great men, and the rich men, 
and the chief captains, and the 
mighty men, and every bondman, 
and every free man, hid them- 
selves in the dens and in the rocks 
of the mountains; And said to the 
mountains and rocks, Fall on us, 
and hide us from the face of him 
that sitteth on the throne, and 
from the wrath of the Lamb: For 
the great day of his wrath is 
come; and who shall be able to 
stand ?”—Rev. 6:15-17. 

The rich and poor alike shall 
be tormented and made to wor- 
ship the antichrist in the tribula- 
tion after the church has been re- 
moved from this earthly scene. 

“And he, |the antichrist| caus- 
eth all, both small and great, rich 
and poor, free and bond, to recéive 
a mark in their right hand, or in 
their foreheads: And that no man 
might buy or sell, save he that had 
the mark, or the name of the 
beast, or the number of his name.” 
—Rev. 13:16, 17. 

“And I saw the dead, small and 
great, stand before God; and the 
books were opened: and another 
book was opened, which is_ the 
book of life: and the dead were 
judged out of those things which 
were written in the books, dccord- 
img to their works. ... and who- 
soever was not found written in 
the book of life was cast into the 
lake of fire.’—Rev. 20:12, 15.

Thank God, the Bible teaches

Abraham, the friend of God, will 
of course be in Heaven. Joseph of,

2. Apathy Marked. the Early 
Phases of the Crusade 


The fundamentalists on both 
sides of the Bay issued invitations 
to Dr. Graham and his team in 
earlier years to hold an area-wide 
crusade. The Christ-for-San Fran- 
cisco Committee, claiming 100 
churches, under Dr. Gilbert Bell- 
shaw, voted to invite him to come. 
Likewise, the United Evangelistic 
Churches of Oakland issued two 
invitations, both of which brought 
no acceptance. As the inevitable 
Council of Churches control de- 
veloped, it was evident that there 
was little enthusiasm in any camp 
for the Crusade. Dr. Neal Mc- 
Gowan, a_ self-confessed _ liberal, 
who was chairman of the original 
Billy Graham. Appearance Com- 
mittee, and Dr. W. Earle Smith, 
the present controlling leader of 
the Crusade, could not muster in- 
terest among even the council 
groups. The early planning meet- 
ings were attended by less than 
a dozen, according to witnesses, 
though invitations were sent out 
to many scores. Early polls among 
the ministers were discouraging. 
Willis Haymaker of the team met 
with a corporal’s guard when it 
was finally decided to conduct the 
Crusade. The Christian Century’s 
attack upon the Graham message 
was having its effect upon liberals, 
who are strong in this area since 
Berkeley is the center of theologi- 
cal education for the entire West.

However, alt this disinterest 
seemed to evaporate overnight 
when the Graham team rolled into 
town from all directions. Appli- 
cations for the free dinner to the 
ministers almost taxed the capaci- 
ty of the Fairmont Hotel. With a 
$28,000 kitty from two offerings 
in New York with which to be- 
gin operations, and with a prelim- 
inary budget of $350,000, there is 
no doubt but that a religious epic 
will be produced that will excite 
the envy of Cecil B. DeMille. The 
team is skilled in knowing how 
to tap big money from industrial- 
ists and to cement the loyalties 
of the God-fearing fundamentalist 
members of churches to support 
the sprawling ecumenical produc- 
tion. Experience in the use of mass 
communications media will make 
the success of the Crusade a 
foregone conclusion. As one mis- 
sionary put it with respect to the 
New York Crusade, “If they do 
not get fire. down from Heaven, 
they already have a blast furnace 
operating to insure success.” 

Dr. Graham is faced with the 
biggest task of’ his life—-not of 
filling the Cow Palace, for that 
will be accomplished with money, 
promotion, organization, and_ per- 
sonal appeal‘ without parallel. His 
colossal job will be to bring re- 
vival to two different religions at 
the same time—modernism and 
historic Christianity—two 
ions that are as diverse as Chris- 
tianity and Buddhism. The fact

it was the site of the glorious 
ecumenical triumph of Mrs. Wm. 
Lister Rogers, on the executive 
committee of the Graham Cru- 
sade, who engineered the iniqui- 
tous “Festival of Faith,” June 19, 
1955. 


Concerning this religious blas- 
phemy, the National Council Out- 
look, September, 1955, .said: ‘“They 
called God by different names, 
speaking to him in_ different 
tongues, but the dream in their 
hearts was the same ... High 
point of the prayer meeting was 
the recitation together of ‘the Re- 
sponsive Reading composed of 
sentences from the sacred books 
of the six faiths represented— 
Christian, Jewish, Moslem, Budd- 
hist, Hindu, and Confucian . . 
The initial idea for the service 
came from Mrs. William Lister 
Rogers, counetl ~ president. -Fol- 
lowing approval of preliminary 
plans by the council’s board of 
directors, Dr. Gardner and Mrs. 
Rogers organized aé_ series of 
luncheens and- interviews . with 
various faiths to determine their 
interest in_participating—‘each: in 
his own manner’—in praying for 
peace and divine guidance for the 
United Nations. There were meet- 
ings with the bearded patriarchs 
of the Molokan sect, with Mor- 
mons, Christian Scientists, Sev- 
enth-Day Adventists, with Budd- 
hist priests and Hindu swami. 
There were also negotiations with 
the Board of Rabbis of Northern 
California and with the Roman 
Catholic Archdiocese . . From 


these sessions was organized an

interfaith Steering Committee, the 
active sponsoring body, which held 
meetings every week for the eight 
weeks preceding the Festival. 
Each of these was begun with de- 
votions by a leader of one of the 
faiths and ended with a circle 
of meditation, all joining hands to 
pray silently together. Council of- 
fices were used as festival head- 
quarters and the council loaned 
its staff for the job...” 


Bill Rose of the Oakland Trib- 
une wrote on June 19, p. 55, 
“Each faith is to pray its own 
prayer to its own God. A choral 
response will signal the end of 
this portion of the ‘Festival of 
Faith.” The massed choirs will 
chant Mohatma Ghandi’s prayer 
‘Ram Dhun’ which says, ‘O God, 
by all thy Names we pray thee 
give thy love and understanding.’ ”’ 
The Church Editor of the Tribune 
wrote on June 20, p. 19, “Prior 
to Dulles’ address, the audience 
had been called to pray for peace 
—each to his own God in his own 
way, and his own tongue, simul- 
taneously—by the leaders of six 
of the world’s faiths.” We won- 
der if Dr. Graham as he speaks 
from the same platform will re- 
member this as he gives his ser- 
mon on the first and second com- 
mandments. He is probably wish- 
ing everyone else would forget it. 
We cannot imagine a more shame- 
ful betrayal of the €hristian 
Faith. 


The Oakland Tribune pays trib- 
ute to Mrs. Rogers on June 12, 
1955, p,. 62A, as follows: “A 
dream, a scheme, a scene—this is 
the storv of..a woman’s, revela-, 
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‘spiritual power to precede the 
opening of the United Nations 


Commemorative Session in San 
Francisco next week... The vi- 
sion that came to Mrs. Wm, Lis- 
ter Rogers, president of the San 
Francisco Council of ‘Churches, 


‘was quickly transmitted to the 


executive director of the Council, 
Dr. John Gardner. He in turn con- 
sulted with the *Bay area leaders 
of the Hindu, Moslem, Confucian, 
Buddhist, Jewish and Christian 
faiths.” A-lovely picture appeared 
in the Tribune that same week 
with Mrs. Rogers surrounded by 


several of the priests of the false 


religions of the world. 


The press, both religious and 
secular, hailed this as the most 
thrilling meeting conceivable. Tt 
was undoubtedly the boldest and 
most daring venture of. the ecu- 
menical movement, but probably 
the most blasphemous. develop- 
ment in the Western Hemisphere. 
Mrs.. Rogers was chairman of. the 
Steering Committee, and gave the 
welcome to all the U. N. dele- 
gates at the Festival. 


This is the same platform from 
which Billy Graham will beseech 
men to place their trust in the 
atoning *lood shed by the virgin- 


born Son of God who claimed to 
be the only way to God (John 


14:6). 


5. Belshazzar’s Feast a

actly 1150 ministers, assistants, 


and leaders of Christendom were 


Dr. Graham’s guests at the ex- 
clusive Fairmont Hotel on Nob 


Hill, where the lowest noon lunch- 


eon could hardly be had for $4.00 
a plate. Never has there been 
anything like it in the history of 
Christendom since Osgood Wheel- 
er founded the First Baptist 
Church in the days of the last 
Rush in ’49. This meeting was a 
heterogeneous collection of here- 
tics, modernists, liberals, higher 
critics, pinks, scoffers of the 


-| Blood, deniers of the Bible, re- 


jectors of the Deity, plus a num- 
ber of fundamentalists. In spite of 
the smoke, no one could be blind 
to the fact that there were several 
ecclesiastical decoys _ present. 
Frank Gaebelein was brought out 
from New York to allay the sus- 
picions of; the fundamentalists. 
After all, he is the president of 
“Our Hope’ magazine, which is 
dispensational, premillennial, and 
pretribulational. Moreover, ‘His 
father was the most noted fun- 
damentalist Bible teacher during 
the first half of the 20th century. 
However, we remember that near- 
ly every issue of the magazine 
used to carry editorials condemn- 
ing associations’ with apostate 
church leaders which his son now 
wants to make respectable. A. C. 
Gaebelein faithfully and courage- 
ously taught America much about 
the predicted apostasy. 

Three National Council © of 
Churches leaders were brought 
out at Graham’s invitation to per- 
suade any suspicious liberals that 
all would finally turn out all night 
for the modernists. These includ- 
ed: Dr. H. H. McConnell, high 
executive of the NCC; Dr. Dan 
Potter, executive director of the 
New York City Council of Church- 
es which sponsored Graham’s 
Garden Crusade: and Dr. Jesse 
Bader, a high official of the NCC 
for 23 years, as well as of the 
former Federal Council. No one 
doubted but that this was a con- 
glomerate composite of all Christ- 
endom. This was no cause for ela-

The 
Oakland Tribune, 11/12/57, .said,

which the Armed Forces are be- 
ing criticized in carrying out mis- 
sile and satellite programs.”

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Council of Churches, and for years 
the president of the Berkeley Bap- 
tist Divinity School, which has 
trained scores of the most out- 
standing modernists in America 
and on the foreign mission fields. 
The eminent evangelist argued 
strongly for coexistence between 
the modernist and fundamentalist 
forces in one grand evangelistic 
effort under his leadership.

did not cooperate enthusiastically, 
they could not expect any consid- 
eration in the division of spoils. 
In this connection, pastors should 
note that in Seattle in 1951 a total 
of 19 American Baptist Conven- 
tion churches -received a total of 
218 decision cards, 119 of which 
were from people previously con- 
nected avith the church. Out of the 
six-week campaign, these 19 
churches received an. average of 
1% members per church. 


6. The Catholie Question in 
a Catholic City 


The San Francisco News of 
September 21, 1957, had an inter- 
view with Walter Smyth which 
said concerning the - follow-up 
system, “Even if the penitents are 
non-Protestant, they are referred 
to the church of their. choice.” 
Protestants in such a heavy Cath- 
elic concentration as exists in San 
Francisco will not take kindly to 
this proposal. In a_ subsequent 
ministerial meeting this news 
story was brought to Mr. Smyth’s 
attention. He said, ‘‘False—Billy 
Graham has never at anytime in 
history given cards to the Catho- 
lics.”” He was asked why no cor- 
rection was made in the press and 
came back with this reply, “If we 
answered our critics, we would 
have no time for anything.” But 
the press are not their critics. In 
this area they are bending over 
backward to be their friends. A 
check with the Church Editor re- 
vealed that this was a correct quo- 
tation. It was suggested that the 
press check with Graham on this 
point when he arrived. The San 
Francisco News of November 11 
quoted Dr. Graham as follows on 
p. 3, “Anyon@é who makes a de- 
cision at our meetings is seen lat- 
er and referred to a local clergy- 
man, Protestant, Catholic, or Jew- 
ish.” 


When. the blond Carolinian 
evangelist was in San Francisco 
two years ago for a one-night 
meeting, a total of 11 cards indi- 
cated the Catholic Church as their 
choice. A check with’ Dr. Robt. 
Munger, Dr. Neal McGowan, and 
the late Arnold Grunnigen re- 
vealed that it was Graham’s wish 
that they he returned to the Cath- 
olic church, The executive secre- 
tary of that Appearance Commit- 
tee destroved the cards rather 
than have them fall into Catholic 
hands. That’s how the Holy Spirit

led him to protect the new con- 
verts. a 

This position is in line with that 
expressed in “Protestant Church 
Life’ of September 29, 1956, pub- 
lished by the Council of Churc 
which sponsored Graham’s New 
York Crusade: “Dr. Graham said: 
‘We’re coming to New York, not 
to clean it up, but to get people to 
dedieate themselves to “God and 
then send them back to their own 
churches—Catholic, Protestant, or 
Jewish.’”’ 

This was the same-attitude as 
expressed in the Pittsburg Sun- 
Telegraph, September 6, 1952, in 
a feature article by Wm. McEl- 
wain: “Graham stressed that his 
crusade in Pittsburg would be in- 
terdénominational. He said that 
he hopes to hear Bishop Fulton J. 
Sheen at ore of the masses at St. 
Paul’s Cathedral tomorrow. He 
added: ‘Many of the people who 
reach a decision for Christ at our 
meetings have joined the Catholic 
Church and we have received com- 
mendations from Catholic publica- 
tions for the revived interest in 
their church following our cam- 
paigns. This happened both in 
Boston and Washington. After all, 
one of our prime purposes is to 
help the churches in a commuh- 
ity. If after we move on, the local 
churches do not feel the effects of 
these meetings in increased mem- 
bership and attendance, then our 
crusade would have to be consid- 
ered a failure.”

An ingenious program of little 
prayer groups has been devised by 
the Graham organization which 
involves tying them all together 
by use of TV and radio with the 
Campaign General Headquarters. 
We understand that one team 
member will be in the Bay Area 


organizing these prayer groups) 


right up until the opening of the 
Crusade. All of this will seem im- 
pressive to the naive, and espe- 
cially to the churches who have 
been involved in inclusive relation- 
ships with modernism. We ap- 
preciate the fact that the Crusades 
must be like fresh air to churches 
which have been trying to preach 
some semblance of the Blood Gos- 
nel while they have been deeply 
involved with apostate religious 
organizations that long ago re- 
pudiated the Gospel. Graham’s in- 
clusivism justifies their inclusiv- 
ism in a bang-up way. It does not 
dawn upon the multitudes that as 
long as a certain course of ac- 
tion is in violation of the Word of 
God, it does no good lathering up 
the whole program with a volume 
of prayer. The disobedience of 
making common cause with the 
enemies of the virgin-born Son of 
God cannot be covered up with a 
televised program of *prayer. A 
thin veneer of piosity will not sat-

8, The Ecumenical Pressure 
Is Strong 

When the Graham team arrived 
in the Bay Area, the ecumenical 
pressure could be measured in 
tons instead of pounds. Pastors 
who otherwise had reservations 
about a crusade that stréngthened 
the forces of modernism seemed 


up their sudden. desire to co- 
operate. The personal, charm of 
Dr. Graham should not be under- 
estimated. -Many a pastor was 
weaving in the wind. Many were 
stampeded into joining up with- 
out thought of consequences, or 
the wreckage that would follow. 
Few are willing to pay the price 
of separation from this jugger- 
naught powered with a “strange 
fire’ evangelism. The bandwagon 
appeal is found fascinating. We 
sympathize with pastors who must 
resist this high pressure. 


Many of the pastors now weigh- 
ing decisions are young men who 
have not known the titanic strug- 
gle between orthodox Christianity 
and the modern critical schools. 
Neo-orthodoxy has done its work 
well in creating a climate in which 
compromise is much easier and 
appears less reprehensible. What 
these young men do. in these crises 
will. determine their course for 
years to come. 


Some .pastors, while realizing 
that the methods are bad, are sur- 
rendering to the low standard that 
the. end justifies the means, Oth- 
ers are afrajd of their people. The 
peonle do not know about the un- 
scriptural line-up and think only 
that the revival millennium is just 
around the corner. They have no 
concept of the tragic mopping-up 
operations following <a synthetic 
revival. A-quick survey of the 
cities touched bv this twne of evan- 
gelism should clearly Gemonstrate 
that these cities d churches. 
have not changed. The testimony 
of fundamentalism will be in a 
shambles following the victory of 
ical campaign, - 


Cenclusion: What Sheuld Sep- 
arationists Do in the Crisis 
of This Kind of “Revival’’? 

a. Give your money to local 
churches which are standina 
true to Christ. Have no finan- 
cial dealings with supporting the 
ecumenical movement which 
leaves the Councils of Churches 
in an impregnable position fol- 
lowing, the campaign. The 
wealthy industrialists who are 
on the Committee and who are 
being contacted are fully cap- 
able of supporting the campaign. 
It has been estimated that the 
New York campaign cost $1,000 
or more to win one convert. It 
is far less expensive in your 
local church to bring in an evan- 
gelist who will use scriptural 
methods. Let the unbelievers fi- 
nance the ecumenical crusade. 
In US News and World Report 
for September 27, 1957, Dr. 
Graham was asked if he re- 
ceived financial support from all 
three groups—Protestants, Cath- 
olics and Jews. His” answer: 
“Yes, we did. In fact, one. of 
the largest checks that we re- 
ceived came from a Jewish busi- 
nessman in New York City.” 

b. Back your godly pastor 
with-everything you have. If he 
has any evidence of a backbone 
in this crisis, lend him: solid 
support. Fearless, uncompro- 
-mising pastors are not easy to 


find. Give him unusual support, | 


encouragement, and faithful at- 
tendance during the Crusade. 
Let the Bible-believing laymen 
rise up and make courageous 
leaders out of their pastors. 

c. Be a soul-winner in fact 
during this time. It is much bet- 


ter for local churches of the 


New Testament pattern to win 
their own converts than to ex- 
pect to have them won by an 
ecumenical process that brings a 
earload of problems along with 
it. It is much better to have con-

Saturday afternoon 
Graham entered the sheep pen on 
his mountain farm to pick an ap- 
ple off a tree in the pen.

Instead, the ram butted Gra- 
ham from behind, knocking him 
down a 50-foot incline, and then 
butted him twice more. Graham 
picked: up an ax and fended the 
ram off until ,he could scramble 
over a fence. Graham, suffering 
an injured knee and cuts and 
scratches, lay in bed all dav. yes- 
terday lamenting the fact, ‘I kept 
turning the other cheek to that 
old ram.’ ”
